W hatever doubt may 
have existed because of the dispute be­ 
tween Chili and Peru on tho question of 
arbitration is dissolved by a statem ent 
ju s t made at the bureau of American re­ 
publics, ♦o fhe effect that Secretary Hay 
hoi received assurances th at every gov­ 
e rn m e n t in the western hemisphere has 
accepted in good faith the invitation of 
President Diaz of Mexico, to take part 
in the congress. 
This assurance, it is 
further said, came to Secretary Hay in 
response to a te le g ra p h ic inquiry sent 
by him several weeks ago to the U nited 
States m inister accredited to each Latin* 
American country. 
Every reply received by him declared 
in the most positive term s that the in­ 
vitation of President Diaz had been ac­ 
cepted aud th at preparations for repre­ 
sentation at the congress were well 
advanced. 
It is expected that w ithin 
two or three w e e k s the names of all the 
representatives designated by tho proper 
authorities of the various nations will 
be on file in the borean of American 
Republics 
This indicates that Chili 
never fully intended to hold aloof from 
this congress, as she did from the first 
one held in W ashington IO years ago 
and also that Peru and her ally, Bolivia 
in the Tacna and Africa affair were only 
threatening to reject the invitation un- 
less the congress was pledged in advance 
to take up tho international disputes of 
long standing.

W ith a view to carrying out this under­ 
taking aud for the further broadening 
of its already vast operations in the 
fertilizer business, 
the c o ra p a A k has 
called a m eeting of its sto ck h o ld er to 
authorize an increase of its capitaliza­ 
tion from $21,000,000, as at present, to 
$50,000,000. 
It is not expected that all 
of this w ill be issued im m ediately, but- 
only as expanding business of the com­ 
pany m ay demand. 
A t the same tim e sooth Texas comes 
to the front w ith the organization of a 
$30,000,000 oil company and in connec­ 
tion therewith and practically by the 
interests a $ 10,000,000 lumber company. 
The oil com pany controls about I,Gin) • 
OOO acres of land, the timber on which 
and a largo number of extensive lumber 
plants in active operation have been 
sold to the lumber oompuuy, 
making 
this one of the greatest lamber under­ 
takings ever planned in tho south. 
It 
is stated that the daily capacity of the 
m ills owned by this company w ill be 
1,000,000 feet of lumber per day. Tho oil 
company is organized for the purpose of 
developing the oil on the 1,000,000 acres 
of land controlled by it, and its charter 
gives it the right to engage in the relin­ 
ing aud transportation of oil. 
Thus w ith Virginia aud Carolina on 
the one side and Texas on 
the other, 
these three great corporations have un­ 
dertaken developm ent enterprises rep­ 
resenting m any m illions of 
dollars, 
•while between them comes a wide d i­ 
versity of smaller interests, including 
the development by a $ 1,000,000 com ­ 
pany of a water power near Atlanta for 
transmission of electricity to that city, 
the building of a #500,000 rolling m ill 
at Knoxville, and tho organization at 
Somerset. Ky , by Kentuckians and In ­ 
dianians of a $2.50,000 oil company for 
operation in the Keutucky-Tounessee 
field. 
In tho m eantim e, the notable work of 
railroad construction is being pushed, 
particularly iu the south. 
N ot the least 
important of undertakings of the kind 
is tho construction of the Gulf, Rico 
Belt and Northern railway, which it is 
announced w ill 
begin w ithin a few 
days. 
This road is planned to extend 
ISS m iles from Verm illion Bay. La., to 
Nacogdoches, Tex., passing through tho 
L«misinna-Texas 
rice 
belt, iu w hich 
probably betw’eeen $15,000,000 and $20,- 
000,000 have been invested in lands, m ills. 
farm m achinery and irrigating plants 
during the past IO years. 
The contracts for the work have been 
signed, aud it w ill be pushed w ith tho

Other contemplated works ^re im ­ 
provements on the Southern Pacific 
system involving tho possible expendi­

for wooden ones. 
Other important projects suggested, 
some of which may materialize, are an 
electric line between Beaumont and 
Port Arthur, Tex., to reach tho oil ter­ 
ritory in which Ohio parties are inter­ 
ested; an electric line to connect Na-Ii- 
vile and Chattanooga, Toon., running 
through coal and timber lands recently 
acquired by a syndicate of Ohm aud 
M ichigan men; an electric line to con­ 
nect Lexington, Georgetown aud Paris, 
K y., and 350-mile steam line between 
northern Texas aud a point iu Kansas. 


▲It th* American States W ill Be ilepre- 
•ented at Pan-American Congree*. 


W ashington, July 
18. —There is no 
longer uneasiness in W ashington offi­ 
cial circles over the forthcom ing Pan- 
Amerioan congress which is to m eet in 
the City of Mexico in October w ith a 
representation of all tho American states, 
big and little. 
W hatever doubt may 
have existed because of the dispute be­ 
tween Chili aud Peru on the question of 
arbitration is dissolved by a statem ent 
just made at the bureau of American re­ 
publics, to the effect that Secretary Hay 
hns received assurances that every gov­ 
ernment in tho western hemisphere has 
accepted in good faith the invitation of 
President Diaz of Mexioo, to take part 
in the congress. 
This assurance, it is 
further said, came to Secretary Hay in 
response to a telegraphic inquiry sent 
by him several weeks ago to the United 
States m inister accredited to each Latin* 
American country. 
Every reply received by him declared 
in the most positive terms that the in­ 
vitation of President Diaz had been ac­ 
cepted and that preparations for repre­ 
sentation at the congress wore well 
advanced. 
It is expected that w ithin 
two or three weeks the names of all the 
representatives designated by tho proper 
authorities of the various nations w ill 
be on file in the bureau of American 
Republics. 
This indicates that Chili 
nevor fully intended to hold uloof from 
this congress, as she did from the first 
one held in W ashington IO years ago 
and also that Peru and her ally, Bolivia 
in the Tacna and Africa affair wore only 
threatening to reject the invitation un­ 
less the congress was pledged in advance 
to take up the international disputes of 
long standing. 
Little 
importance 
is 
attached 
in 
W ashington to the recent hurried de­ 
parture of the Bolivian m inister from 
W ashington 
to 
Caracas, 
Venezuela. 
Although it was explained at the tim e 
that he is accredited by his governm ent 
both to the United States and Venezu­ 
ela and that his visit to the latter country 
was in the line of his official duties, 
the allegation was made from various 
parts of Sooth America that he had 
gone to Caracas to engender dissatisfac­ 
tion relative to the congress arid to per­ 
suade Venezuela to join Peru and B oli­ 
via and Ecuador. 
W hile no denial of 
this rumor has yet come from the m in­ 
ister, it is wrongly believed in w ell in­ 
formed circles in W ashington, neverthe­ 
less, that the reports received by Secre­ 
tary Hay stamp the story as unworthy 
of credence. 
The official tentative p ro 
gram for the congress which has finally 
been agreed upon by the executive coin- 
m itteee of the bureau of American re­ 
p u b lics is now made public for the first 
tim e. 
It shaws that only four general 
subjects w ill be especially urged on tho 
congress for consideration. They are: 
I. Arbitration. 
8. International court of claims. 
3. M easures for the protection of in- 
dnsfry, agriculture and commerce. 
De­ 
velopm ents of the means of com m unica­ 
tion between the countries com posing 
the union. 
Consular, port and custom s 
regulations statistics. 
4. Reorganization of the international 
bureau o f American republica 
By the terms of this programme it is 
left optional w ith the ooogfess as ti; 
w hether its action on the subject of ar­ 
bitration shall be retroactive as dem and­ 
ed by Peru and Bolivar, or shall bo con­ 
fined strictly to future disputes, as con­ 
tended for by Chili.

Vicksburg, July 13.—The reported 
lynching of Italians at Avon, Washing*! 
ton county, Thursday, whioh was later 
denied, turns out after all to be true, ex­ 
cept as to the location. 
It is now pos­ 
itively known that, John and Victor 
Serio, brothers, were shut to death and 
Salvator 
Serberto 
p r )baldy 
fatally 
wounded by a mob of marked men at 
Erwin, shortly after 12 o’clock Wed­ 
nesday night. 
There were four Italians 
in tile party which was attacked but 
one succeeded in making bis escape 
unhurt. 
The facts leading up to the tragedy 
a-e somewhat conflicting, but as near 
as can bo ascertained the Italians were 
suspected of cattle stealing and had 
been warned to leave the neighborhood. 
This they did, but returned Wednesday 
having been notified by unknown par­ 
ties that the trouble had blown over, 
and that they would not bo molested, 
As the sequel proved it was evidently a 
carefully planned assassination. 
Not 
suspecting any danger the Italians re­ 
tired early Wednesday night, sleeping 
I in hammocks swung in the gallery of 
I their home. 
Shortly after midnight 
they were aroused by a voice calling 
from nearby clump of bushes and as they 
arose a volley of rifle and pistol bullets 
were poured into them. 
The brothers 
Serio fell at the first fire, dead, pierced 
by half a dozen bullets. 
Serberto was 
dropped with a bullet through the groin 
and the fourth man tot# to the woods 
and escaped.

Uprising In Core*. 
Washington, July 18.--The reported 
imprisoning on the island of Qnelpaort, 
off tho Carcan coast, and the killing of 
several hundred Christian converts, is 
confirmed in mail press advices reaching 
the Japanese legation, which contain 
the report of the captain of the man-of- 
war Seuyen.
